Minnesota 
Leads Surrounding 
States

17.—Minnesota’s 
status as a beef producer among the 
surrounding states is of the first rank, 
according to figures prepared by Fred 
1). Sherman, commissioner of immi­ 
gration. During the last tfyrteen years 
the num ber of beef cattle shipped 
from Minnesota points to the South 
St. Paul Union Stock Yards company 
has jumped from 123,838 head in 1900 
to 308,200 in 1913, a net gain of 184,- 
362 head. 
From 1907 to 1913 there has been a 
ste a d y gain with the exception of one 
year. 
Minnesota has led surrounding 
states every year. 
Careful estimates 
show that in 1907 the state marketed 
104,457,799 pounds of beef at a value of 
$3,241,533.97, while in 1913 191,446.- 
664 pounds were sold at a value of 
$11,861,632.48, a net increase in pounds 
of 86,988,865 ai^ an increase of $8,- 
620,098.51. 
The decided increase in the value 
over the number of pounds is due to 
the increase in value of beef since 1911. 


Belgium Is Swarm­ 
ing With Germans. 


SWEEPING ALONG 


VALLEY OE MEUSE 


London, Aug. 17.— Despite the re­ 
peated repulses which they have suf­ 
fered the German battalions continue 
to move forward for a decisive en­ 
counter, 
which 
cannot 
be 
delayed 
much longer. 
While there has been a lull in the 
fighting in Northern Belgium the in­ 
vaders are sweeping along the valley 
of tile Meuse, south of Namur, and 
have reached Dinant, where part of 
a strong French force, which is es­ 
tablished behind that town, took the 
offensive and defeated them. 
The incident shows that the French 
crossed the Belgian frontier to join 
hands with their allies not a moment 
too soon. 
All along the Alsace-lxir- 
raine frontier the advance guards of 
the two opposing arm ies have come 
into contact and, according to French 
official 
reports, 
tile 
Germans 
have 
been driven back everywhere with 
loss. 
Strong French forces are now in 
possession of all the passes of the 
Vosges mountains, from the west as 
far as those leading down to Colmar. 
Further 
south 
French 
forces 
are 
ready to proceed over the flat country 
toward Muelhausen. 
The French have taken the offen­ 
sive along the line from Laneville to 
Sarrebourg, on the German frontier, 
but here, as in the other theaters of 
war, the main armies have not come 
into contact. 
On the Austro-Servian and Austro- 
Russian frontiers both sides report 
victories in encounters. But these can 
have little effect on the general result 
unless the Servians compel the Aus­ 
trians to send stronger forces in an 
attem pt to subdue them. 
Austria is preparing to resist an 
attack on her shores of the Adriatic, 
which possibly will be undertaken by 
the joint Anglo-French fleet. 
It is explained that the state of 
siege which has been proclaimed in 
Bulgaria is simplly a precautionary 
measure so that the country will be 
prepared in case of emergency.

London, Aug. 17.—The following dis­ 
patch, received by wireless from Ber­ 
lin, was given to the London news­ 
papers: 
“The report of a big Austro-Servian 
battle, circulated in Paris and London, 
are untrue. 
“Two Russian cavalry divisions ap­ 
peared in the east and, having set 
fire to the small town of Margrabo- 
wa. Eastern Prussia, withdrew over 
the frontier. 
“Unimportant 
engagements 
have 
taken 
place 
in 
Togoland 
(German 
W est Africa) between patrols and in­ 
vading French troops. 
The enemy 
lost three men killed, but there were 
no German 
losses. 
English 
troops 
also have entered Togoland, but have 
not come in contact with the Ger­ 
mans.”

While the German forces are push­ 
ing forward through the valley of the 
Meuse, and still more extensive opera­

German armies are in 
contact, Japan has sent an ultimatum 
to Germany demanding the withdraw­ 
al of the German warships from the 
Orient and the evacuation of Kiau- 
chau. a German protectorate in China. 
Jap an ’s ultimatum gives Germany 
until Sunday to comply with the de­ 
mands. 
Owing to cable interruption, 
however, Japan has not been able to 
deliver the ultimatum to Germany, 
and it is announced from Washington 
that the United States will undertake 
this task. 
Peking reports that three British 
regiments have been ordered to hold 
themselves in readiness to go aboard 
transports and 
it is 
presumed that 
they will co-operate with the .Japanese 
land forces, if force of arms is re­ 
sorted to. 
In Toklo the Japanese ultimatum 
has created a deep impression and 
the Japanese premier and foreign min­ 
ister have counseled the Japanese to 
maintain a calm attitude. 
I^ite dispatches report an offensive 
movement by the French from Lane­ 
ville to Saareburg, but this is consid­ 
ered as yet merely an outpost affair.

Sat­ 
urday demanding the withdrawal of 
German warships from the Orient and 
the evacuation of Kiau-Uhau, and giv­ 
ing Germany until Sunday, Aug. 23, to 
comply with the demand. 
Otherwise 
! the ultimatum states Japan will take 
i action. 
The 
general 
expectation 
here 
is 
that the ultimatum will be followed 
by war. 
Takaaki Kato, the Japanese foreign 
minister, 
simultaneously 
with 
the 
dispatch of the ultimatum, conferred 
with George W. Guthrie, the Amer­ 
ican ambassador, and made him a 
broad statem ent calculated to assure 
the United States that American in­ 
terests in the Far East will be safe­ 
guarded and the integrity of China 
upheld. 
Owing to doubts whether communi­ 
cations with Berlin were assured J a ­ 
pan, in order to insure the arrival of 
tile ultimatum, forwarded it to Ber­ 
lin by six channels, including W ash­ 
ington and Stockholm. 
The govern­ 
ment also notified Count von Reed. 
German am bassador to Japau, and 
likewise retarded the time limit for a 
reply until Aug. 23. 


Premier Tells of Ultimatum. 


Count Okuma, the Japanese pre­ 
mier, invited the peers, the newspa­ 
per men and the leading business men 
of Tokio to come to his office at noon 
and 4 and 6 p. rn., respectively, when 
he made known to them the term s of 
the ultimatum and announced that he 
will give out the negotiations in con­ 
nection with the alliance. 
The ulti­ 
matum follows: 
“We consider it highly important 
and necessary in the present situa­ 
tion to take measures to remove the 
causes 
of all disturbances of the 
peace in the Far East and to safe­ 
guard the general interests as con­ 
templated by the agreement of al­ 
liance between Japan and Great Brit­ 
ain. 
“In order to secure a firm and en­ 
during peace in Eastern Asia, the es­ 
tablishment of which is the aim of 
the said agreement, the imperial J a ­ 
panese government sincerely believes 
It to be its duty to give the advice to 
the imperial German government to 
carry out the following two proposi­ 
tions: 


Asks Removal of Warships. 


“F irst—To 
withdraw 
immediately 
from Japanese and Chinese waters 
German men-of-war and armed ves­ 
sels of all kinds and to disarm at 
once these which cannot 
be with­ 
drawn. 
“St cond—To deliver on a date not 
later than Sept. 15, to the imperial 
Japanese authorities, without condi­ 
tion 
or 
compensation, 
the 
entire 
leased territory of Kiau-Chau, with a 
view to the eventual restoration of 
the same to China. 
“The imperial Japanese government 
announces at the same time that in 
the event of it not receiving by noon 
on Aug. 23, 1914, an answer from Un 
imperial German government signify 
ing its urn onditional acceptance O’ 
the above advice offered by the im­ 
perial Japanese government, Japan 
will be compelled to take such action 
as she may deem necessary to m eet 
the situation.” 
Inspired utterances express regret 
at the inability to maintain neutral­ 
ity, but say that Great Britain, the al­ 
ly of Japan, is compelled to defend 
herself against 
the aggressions 
of 
Germany.

consolidation and maintenance of the 
general peace in the regions of East­ 
ern Asia and of India, the preserva­ 
tion of the common interests of all 
powers in China, by insuring the in­ 
dependence and integrity of the Chi­ 
nese 
empire, and 
the principle 
of 
equal opportunities for the commerce 
and industry of all nations in China, 
and the 
maintenance of the terri­ 
torial rights of the high contracting 
parties and the defense of their spe­ 
cial interests in the regions of East­ 
ern Asia and of India. 
Under 
the term s of the 
treaty, 
whenever any of these interests are 
jeopardized, and either party to the 
agreement should become involved in 
war in defense of its territorial rights 
or any of the special interests, the 
other party is bound to aid its ally, 
conducting the war in common, and 
making peace in mutual agreement 
with it.

gration. During the last thirteen years 
the number of beef cattle shipped 
from Minnesota points to the South 
St. Paul Union Stock Yards company 
has jumped from 123,838 head In 11)00 
to 308,200 in 1913, a net gain of 184,- 
362 head. 
From 1907 to 1913 there has been a 
steady gain with the exception of one 
year. 
Minnesota has led surrounding 
states every year. 
Careful estimates 
show that in 1907 the state marketed 
104.457,799 pounds of beef at a value of 
$3,241,533.97, while in 1913 191,446.- 
664 pounds were sold at a value of 
$11,861,632.48, a net increase in pounds 
of 86,988,865 ai^* an increase of $8,- 
620,098.51. 
The decided increase in the value 
over the number of pounds is due to 
the increase in value of beef since 1911.

The Morning Oregonian, of August 
8th, contains the following account 
of the death of a former B'raiuerd 
lady: 
Leaping from a window' on the sev­ 
enth Acor of tile Stevens building, at 
the corner of West Park and Wash­ 
ington streets, in a tit of temporary 
insanity, Mrs. Anna M. Bolin, 58 
years old, was dashed to death on the 
sidewalk below.

The body, 'falling like a plummet, 
graced J. L. Brockman, a printer of 
329 Burnside street, knocking bim to 
one side. 
Mrs. Bolin, with her husband, had 
gone to the -office of Dr. George F. 
Koehler shortly 
/before. 
She 
had 
been undergoing treatment for ner­ 
vous breakdown aud stomach trouble. 
Excitable and extremely nervous, she 
paced the door of the waiting-room. 
With her husband she entered the 
doctor’s consultation room. 
'Immediately afterwards she went 
back into the waiting-room sudden­ 
ly. 
A w I ii daw 
on the 
West-Park 
street side was open. 
Beside this 
window sat Martin Meier, a farmer 
of Hillsdale, who was waiting to see 
the doctor. 
Mrs. Bolin jumped to the window 
ledge. 
Mr. Meier, seeing what she 
was about to do, grabbed her left arm 
and attempted to pull her back', but 
Mrs. Bolin tore loose from his grip 
[and threw herself into space. 
“ You’d better watch Mrs. Bolin,” 
I suggested Dr. Koehler to the hus­ 
band just after she had left the room. 
“She seems very nervous.” 
Mr. Bolin went into the reception- 
room, but was too late. 
A whitefaced girl came downstairs 
from the Stevens building a few min­ 
utes later and 
accosted 
Patrolman 
Miallon, who was keeping the crowd 
back. 
“ Who was it fell from the win­ 
dow?” she asked. 
“A Mrs. Bolin, I believe,” answered 
the officer. 
“ Mother!” gasped the girl, and fell 
in a faint. 


It was Margaret Bolin, 22-year-old 
daughter of the dead woman. 
She 
was employed in the building. 
“I never dreamed 
of her 
doing 
such a thing,” said the grief-stricken 
husband. 
“ She had seemed a 'little 
better lately. 
Always she -was ner­ 
vous, but I did not think she would 
do such a horrible thing.”

health,” he continued, “ that we left 
our home in Brainerd, Minn., eight 
years ago and came to Portland.” 
“ Mrs. Bolin’s condition made her 
subject to temporary insanity,” said 
Dr. Koehler. 
“On one or two occa­ 
sions I have been afraid she might 
try to krill herself. 
Today when she 
came into the office slhe 
was 
very 
nervous.” 
“ She pa .seed me, almost running, 
as she left Dr. Koehler’s private of­ 
fice,” said the doctor’s stenographer. 
“I supposed she had left something 
in the waiting-room and was going 
after it.” 
“ I absolutely couldn’t .hold her,” 
said Martin Meier, who had tried to 
prevent the death leap. 
“ I seized 
her anna, but she frantically tore her­ 
self loose and dropped.” 
“ The body was taken to Dunning

Mrs. Bolin leaves five children liv­ 
ing in Portland.
